Mr. Smuth (Nipissing)—Resolution—That this House supports the addition 
of prescribed drugs and medication costs to present Family Benefit pay- 
ments, in the same manner as hospital and medical costs are now included. 


Mr. De Monte—Resolution—That, in the opinion of this House, employees 
have the right to be actively included in any planning for change arising 
from automation or industrial rationalization, the effect of which would be 
to make substantive changes in their working conditions or cause re- 
dundancies. 


Mr. Sopha—Resolution—That, in the opinion of this Legislature, it ought 
to be an offence for any person to eavesdrop on the conversation or actions 
of other parties by any means whatsoever, except under the strictest 
controls as prescribed by law. 


Mr. Bratthwaite—Resolution—That this House recognize the reality of noise 
pollution as a factor in the daily lives and welfare of the people of Ontario. 


Mr. Shulman—Resolution—That, in the opinion of this House, this 
Government should consider establishing a fund out of which payments 
may be made to compensate victims of crimes of violence, or their de- 
pendants, to be administered by a Board constituted to hear applications 
and make awards for compensation. 


Mr. Jessiman—Resolution—That financial assistance should be provided 
to needy students in our primary and secondary schools, as well as in 
university to ensure that no one is forced to drop out of the school system 
as a result of economic pressure.

Mr. Ben—Enquiry of the Ministry—(1) In paragraph 679 of the Report 
on the Pollution of Air, Soil and Water in the townships of Dunn, Moul- 
ton and Sherbrooke in Haldimand County, the statement is made that 
the Committee and counsel viewed the film ‘Air of Death”’ officially in 
the CBC studio on Thursday, February 22nd, 1967, at 10.30a.m. Will the 
Minister of Health take this opportunity to correct the record in the light 
of this obvious error, since the film was not shown to the public until eight 
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months after this date. (2) What criteria were used to determine the 
“recognized and accepted scientists’”’ referred to in paragraph 43 of the 
Report. (3) Is there a professional or other peer group ranking to justify 
the subjective selection of “‘persons known for their interest and repu- 
tation’ and those “recognized as experts in a general discipline’, ac- 
cording to paragraph 44 of the Report. (4) What were the “special 
arrangements’ under which additional consulting experts appeared 
before the Commission (para. 46). (5) To what extent was the Counsel 
for the local Air Pollution Committee, Mr. Geoffrey Brooks, of Welland, 
assisted from public funds by way of mailing and typing costs, legal 
service, etc. (para. 53). (6) Since the publication of the Hall Report, 
has Mr. Drysinger, the sulphur dioxide specialist of the Department of 
Mines, or any other technically competent person, visited the automatic 
testing station adjacent to former Reeve Siddall’s home in Sherbrooke 
township, or the candle recorders in the immediate area. Has he made a 
report to the Government and will the Minister table this report. (7) Is 
the Minister prepared to accept the reasoning behind the statement of 
Dr. Lawther (para. 102) that the main concern is what the individual is 
breathing and not what is emitted from power stations or industrial 
stacks. Does this not imply an abdication of long-term control. 
(8) Does the Minister still accept the proposition in paragraph 129 of 
the Report that “in this Port Maitland study, we are dealing only with 
the effects of inorganic fluorides, and these only on a quantitative time 
basis, which may result in a demonstrable effect of chronic fluorosis. 
There are no organic fluorides involved, nor is there any possibility of 
acute fluorosis being a factor’. (9) Will the Minister undertake to table 
the answers to these questions before March 18th, 1969.

Mr. Jessiman—Resolution—That financial assistance should be provided 
to needy students in our primary and secondary schools, as well as in 
university to ensure that no one is forced to drop out of the school system 
as a result of economic pressure. 


Mr. Apps—Resolution—That a Department of Youth should be created to 
deal with the social needs and problems of our youth. 


Mr. Reid (Scarborough East)—Resolution—That elementary and secondary 
school student records be treated as confidential so that private informa- 
tion is not released or used without the written consent of the individual 
concerned. 


Mr. Peacock—Resolution—That, in the opinion of this House, the Ontario 
Housing Corporation, in respect to the displacement of tenants from 
lands acquired directly or at arm’s length by the corporation, should be 
subject to the provisions of The Expropriations Act, 1968-69, (Bill 5), in 
the same manner as the Crown. 


Mr. Lawlor—Resolution—That consideration be given by this House to 
the ideas, and their justification or lack of it, set out in Volume I of the 
Royal Commission Inquiry into Civil Rights. 
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Mr. Trotter—Resolution—That Ontario should introduce a mandatory 
system of automobile insurance based on the principle of compensation 
without fault that would reduce the case load on our courts and ensure 
prompt and fair payment for the injured in line with the recommen- 
dations of the Select Committee on Automobile Insurance. 


Mr. Bukator—Resolution—That the Workmen’s Compensation Act should 
be broadened so as to include injuries and incapacities sustained off the 
job, and that the increased coverage be financed by the savings accruing 
from investigators not having to determine whether an employee was or 
was not actually working on the job at the time the injury or incapacity 
was sustained.

PRIVATE MEMBERS’ MOTIONS 


Mr. Smith (Nipissing)—Resolution—That this House supports the addition 
of prescribed drugs and medication costs to present Family Benefit pay- 
ments, in the same manner as hospital and medical costs are now included. 


Mr. De Monte—Resolution—That, in the opinion of this House, employees 
have the right to be actively included in any planning for change arising 
from automation or industrial rationalization, the effect of which would be 
to make substantive changes in their working conditions or cause re- 
dundancies. 


Mr. Sopha—Resolution—That, in the opinion of this Legislature, it ought 
to be an offence for any person to eavesdrop on the conversation or actions 
of other parties by any means whatsoever, except under the strictest 
controls as prescribed by law. 


Mr. Bratthwaite—Resolution—That this House recognize the reality of noise 
pollution as a factor in the daily lives and welfare of the people of Ontario. 


Mr. Shulman—Resolution—That, in the opinion of this House, this 
Government should consider establishing a fund out of which payments 
may be made to compensate victims of crimes of violence, or their de- 
pendants, to be administered by a Board constituted to hear applications 
and make awards for compensation. 


Mr. Jessuman—Resolution—That financial assistance should be provided 
to needy students in our primary and secondary schools, as well as in 
university to ensure that no one is forced to drop out of the school system 
as a result of economic pressure. 


Mr. Apps—Resolution—That a Department of Youth should be created to 
deal with the social needs and problems of our youth. 


Mr. Reid (Scarborough East)—Resolution—That elementary and secondary 
school student records be treated as confidential so that private informa- 
tion is not released or used without the written consent of the individual 
concerned. 


Mr. Peacock—Resolution—That, in the opinion of this House, the Ontario 
Housing Corporation, in respect to the displacement of tenants from 
lands acquired directly or at arm’s length by the corporation, should be 
subject to the provisions of The Expropriations Act, 1968-69, (Bill 5), in 
the same manner as the Crown. 


Mr. Lawlor—Resolution—That consideration be given by this House to 
the ideas, and their justification or lack of it, set out in Volume I of the 
Royal Commission Inquiry into Civil Rights. 
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Mr. Trotter—Resolution—That Ontario should introduce a mandatory 
system of automobile insurance based on the principle of compensation 
without fault that would reduce the case load on our courts and ensure 
prompt and fair payment for the injured in line with the recommen- 
dations of the Select Committee on Automobile Insurance. 


Mr. Bukator—Resolution—That the Workmen’s Compensation Act should 
be broadened so as to include injuries and incapacities sustained off the 
job, and that the increased coverage be financed by the savings accruing 
from investigators not having to determine whether an employee was or 
was not actually working on the job at the time the injury or incapacity 
was sustained. 


Mr. McNewl—Motion—That Bill Pr3, An Act respecting the City of London, 
be amended by adding thereto a new section 3 as follows:—3. Notwith- 
standing any Special or General Acts, The Board of Education for the 
City of London shall continue to be composed of 7 members to be elected 
at large by a vote of Public School supporters only and 2 members to be 
elected at large by a vote of Roman Catholic Separate School supporters 
only of the City of London, and by renumbering sections 3 and 4 as 
sections 4 and 5.

Television, Montreal; (6) CFTO Television, Agincourt (or Baton Pro- 
ductions; (c) VTR Productions Ltd., Yorkville Ave., Toronto. 4. Please 
list the titles, type (film or tape) and length of all programs which have 
been produced outside of Ontario to date, with finished costs where known 
and estimated costs in other instances.

29. Mr. Ben—Enquiry of the Ministry—(1) In paragraph 679 of the Report 
on the Pollution of Air, Soil and Water in the townships of Dunn, Moul- 
ton and Sherbrooke in Haldimand County, the statement is made that 
the Committee and counsel viewed the film “Air of Death” officially in 
the CBC studio on Thursday, February 22nd, 1967, at 10.30 a.m. Will the 
Minister of Health take this opportunity to correct the record in the light 
of this obvious error, since the film was not shown to the public until eight 
months after this date. (2) What criteria were used to determine the 
“recognized and accepted scientists’ referred to in paragraph 43 of the 
Report. (3) Is there a professional or other peer group ranking to justify 
the subjective selection of ‘persons known for their interest and repu- 
tation’’ and those ‘recognized as experts in a general discipline’’, ac- 
cording to paragraph 44 of the Report. (4) What were the ‘‘special 
arrangements’ under which additional consulting experts appeared 
before the Commission (para. 46). (5) To what extent was the Counsel 
for the local Air Pollution Committee, Mr. Geoffrey Brooks, of Welland, 
assisted from public funds by way of mailing and typing costs, legal 
service, etc. (para. 53). (6) Since the publication of the Hall Report, 
has Mr. Drysinger, the sulphur dioxide specialist of the Department of 
Mines, or any other technically competent person, visited the automatic 
testing station adjacent to former Reeve Siddall’s home in Sherbrooke 
township, or the candle recorders in the immediate area. Has he made a 
report to the Government and will the Minister table this report. (7) Is 
the Minister prepared to accept the reasoning behind the statement of 
Dr. Lawther (para. 102) that the main concern is what the individual is 
breathing and not what is emitted from power stations or industrial 
stacks. Does this not imply an abdication of long-term control. 
(8) Does the Minister still accept the proposition in paragraph 129 of 
the Report that “in this Port Maitland study, we are dealing only with 
the effects of inorganic fluorides, and these only on a quantitative time 
basis, which may result in a demonstrable effect of chronic fluorosis. 
There are no organic fluorides involved, nor is there any possibility of 
acute fluorosis being a factor’. (9) Will the Minister undertake to table 
the answers to these questions before March 18th, 1969. 


30. Mr. Singer—Enquiry of the Ministry—1. How many complaints has the 
Department of Municipal Affairs received to date concerning the refusal 
of landlords to pay to tenants the rebates provided by the provisions of 
the Residential Property Tax Reduction Act, 1968.

We have other 
cases of women who are scattered on a more random basis, and I am sur- 
prised that we have no other cases of males from the rest of our area, 
as we should have one or two cases from large cities like Hamilton. As 
this patient has worked at the International Nickel plant for many years 
and as the disease from which he suffers seems to be uncommon elsewhere, 
I think it would probably be advisable to review the decision regarding 
this claim.”

the Left Middle Turbinate; letter signed by Dr. R. G. C. MacLaren, 
FRCS, DMRT, The Ontario Cancer Foundation, Hamilton Clinic. 
4. In particular will the Minister of Health comment on the following 
passages from the letter: “I know nothing of the details of the processes 
of refining nickel, but I do know that this type of tumour is unusual in 
the general population. This clinic sees patients from Hamilton, Burling- 
ton, Guelph, Galt, Brantford and the Niagara Peninsula, and between 
1958 and 1967, we have records of nine cases in males. Their towns of 
origin are: Port Colborne, 6; Fort Erie, 1; Welland, 1; Wellandport, 1. 
I have no way of knowing that these nine cases all worked at the Inter- 
national Nickel Company, although some certainly did. We have other 
cases of women who are scattered on a more random basis, and I am sur- 
prised that we have no other cases of males from the rest of our area, 
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as we should have one or two cases from large cities like Hamilton. As 
this patient has worked at the International Nickel plant for many years 
and as the disease from which he suffers seems to be uncommon elsewhere, 
I think it would probably be advisable to review the decision regarding 
this claim.”
